Through tho siinilarily of his uame to the 
‘brothers, thy Views Li Hau-chany and 
iarg, Li Hung-tso las frequent 
ly ben mistaken fora brother also of their's 
—even Chinese who do not keep in touch

His Sovoreigius—T ‘ung 
Chih, the Dowuger-Empress Regent, and 
Kuang seldom’ took any notice of 
hi or gave him chances’ to benefit his pri- 
vate purse ; but whenever there happened 
to be mutters to ba. investigated which 
required a inan of ability and strict inte- 
xtity to do it, they never failed to appoint 
Lf Hung-tsao to the post, Alas, when 
literary questions occurred which required 
Gelicate handling in order to keup firm the 
loyalty of the x: body.of liferat: of the 
Empire, the abilities and profound literary 
talents of the deceased were alwaya to the 
fore, ‘specially selected for tho oceasion, 
bubseldom rewarded after the crisis was 
over, .But the time camo whyn even 
the proverbial short—spomory of a Court 
felt ashamed to pass him by yoacknew- 
lodged any longer, Li. Hung-teao was 
elevated lata Inst year to the dignity. of an 
Assistant Grand Secretary, aud in order to 
give him botter emoluments of" office, he 
Wau'nlan transferred from the Presidency 
of tho Board of Rites to that of Civil 
Appointments. For in epite of his thirty

The Amorican papors to-hand give the 
following account of the Amerienn ship 
Belle of Bath, Capt Curtis, burnt at ‘seo 
whilo on her voyage from New York: to 
Hongkong with a cargo of keroseno oil :— - 

Seventeen shipwrecked sailors, who just 
arrived here on the Prince li e steamship 
Sardinian. Prince, from. South’ America 
and West Indian ports, tell of a battle 
with that most dreaded of all. onomies: at 
aca—fire. The meh ombarked at Barbadoes, 
having beon forwarded from thore’by tho 
United States Consul. ‘Fhe men .bolonged 
tothe Amorican ship Belle of Bath, which 
was buraed at sea on June 18th, about 160 
miles eastward of Barbadoes, Their trip 
was one which they are'never likely to 


forgot : . 

The Belle of Bath left. this port on J 
2nd, clearing for Hongkong with’s cargo of 
kerosene oil. All went well until June 
Sth, when tho first week's journey” was at. 
anend, The ship was sailing along in faix- 
ly good weather when suddenly it sprung a 
tk Captain Curtis ordered all hands to 
the pumps promptly, a3 the leak was 
found. to be a bod one, The wator gainod 
upon them stendily and overy morhent 
it looked os if tho vessel would’ go to 
tho bottom, After twenty-four hours 
of constant work the water was reduced. in 


the hold,’ but tho Teak could not be stopped j

When the men 
wore almost exhausted on Friday afternoon 
and somo vf them wore on the verge of cul- 
lapse, the cry gf\Uire’ rang threngh the 
ship.
